Existing  Bylaws: 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1 . OFFICERS:  There  shall  be  two  Co-Chairs  to  serve  as  officers  of  the 
Council.  The  Council  shall  elect  these  officers.  Officer  terms  shall  be  one  year. 
Terms  of  Co-Chairs  shall  be  staggered  by  not  less  than  three  months. 

Section  2.  DUTIES:  The  Co-Chairs  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  held  by  the 
Council. 

Section  3.  CO-CHAIR:  If  no  Co-Chair  is  present  at  a meeting,  the  meeting  shall  be 
chaired  by  another  member  of  the  council.
